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During the conversation HERBERTgave the characteristic of Ukrainlan-Canad ian 

leaders (Father HJSHH3R, Dr. RUDNXTSKII* PLAVIUK, SLOGAN, BISHOP HERMAN IUK, 

ANDRIEVSKY I) .he did not think very high of them. He also said that his confidant 

in Canada la prof .YUZXK and advised Unde to get in touch with him. He also gave 

a positive evaluation of XDERAN.
